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MARINE PLANES 
GOLLIDE NEAR 
OKINAWA, 26 
BELIEVED DEAD 


Transport Carrying 25 
and Fighter Craft 
Were Attempting to 
Land at Naha — 12 
Bodies Recovered. 


NAHA, Okinawa, March 8 
(UP)—An armada of small 
boats and planes today searched 
the waters off Naha for the 
bodies of 26 persons believed 


killed in the collision of a Unit- 
ed States Marine transport 
lane and a Marine fighter- 
ber as they were attempt- 
ing to land. 

The transport, carrying 25 
passengers and crew, and the 
AD-5 Skyraider, manned only 
by its pilot, collided last night 
and plunged into the sta about 
three miles off-shore. 

By late tonight 12 bodies 
had been recovered. The Navy 
said it doubted that anyone 
aboard the planes survived the 
collision and crash. 

Okinawa police had earlier 
reported finding four bodies 
which had washed ashore eight 
miles from the crash scene. It 
Was presumed that the 12 re- 
ported by a Marine spokesman 
included the four. 

Fishermen joined armed 

forces rescue craft in searching 
the waters. The Army manned 
a number of search vessels 
with personnel collected from 
service clubs, theaters and 
cafes. 
The Navy said both planes 
were on the way from the Phil- 
ippines to the United States 
naval station at Naha. The 
transport, an R-4 Q—the Ma- 
Trine version of the C-119 Fly- 
ing Boxcar — carried 19 pas- 
sengers and six crewmen. 

A spokesman said one of the 
planes radioed the Okinawa 
tower at 7:45 p.m. (4:45 a.m. 
St. Louis time) and that shortly 
after tower operators saw a 
“huge ball of fire” in the sky. 
There was no further contact 
with either of the planes. 

Naha residents said they saw 
three “distinct flashes” just a 
few minutes before the planes 
were scheduled to iand. 

The twin-engined transport 
was returning from Operation 
Strongback, the Marine-Navy 
maneuvers in the Philippines. 


_ American Among Eight Dead 


in Egyptian Air Crash. 

PORT SAID, Egypt, March 
8 (AP)—Eight persons, includ- 
ing an American, were killed 
and 18 injured last night when 
an Egyptian airliner crashed 
in a marshy lake after a sand- 
storm closed airports in this 
area. 

The American was identified 
as William J. O’Brien, 63 years 
old, of St. Paul, Minn. His 
wife was seriously injured. She 
said she clung to floating de- 
bris in the lake for half an 
hour. 

The twin-engine plane was 
en route from Athens to Cajro. 
Most of the other passengers 
were Egyptian residents or 
Greek seamen flying to join 
their ships here at the north- 
ern end of the Suez canal. 

Four of the five crew mem- 
bers on the Misrair S.A.E. 
(Egyptian Airlines) plane were 
killed. The other dead included 
a Greek seaman and two pas- 
sengers not immediately iden- 
tified. 


Two French Planes With 6 
Aboard Are Missing at Sea. 

CAGLIARI, Sardinia, March 
8 (UP)—Italian and French 
planes and ships joined today 
in a search for six men aboard 
two French military planes 


missing in the Mediterranean. 


Air rescue authorities said 
the two planes, of undisclosed 
type, have not been heard from 
since they radioed yesterday 
that they were trying emer- 
gency landings at sea.

time. Launched Dec. 3, 1943, 
it was decommissioned in 1948 
but returned to duty in 1951 to 
bombard the coast of North 
Korea. The Navy thus is with- 
out a battleship for the first 
time since 1895. 

The Wisconsin cost $110,000.- 
000 originally. Its nine 16-inch 
guns saw action at Leyte, Lu- 
zon, Formosa, Hong Kong, In- 
dochina, Iwo Jima and Japan 
in World War II. It was not 
until 1952 that the Wisconsin 
suffered its first enemy hit. 
A Communist shore battery did 
minor damage. 

Its crew at decommissioning 
numbered 652 officers and men, 
compared to a wartime comple- 
ment of more than 2500.

A Justice Department spokes- 
man confirmed that the scope 
of the investigation had been 
enlarged. He said witnesses 
would be called before the 

grand jury next week on “an- 

other FCC matter.” 

He declined to give any de- 
tails, beyond saying the new 
case has no connection with 
the controversial Channel 10 
television award in Miami, Fla., 
already under scrutiny by the 
department and the grand jury. 

At the same time, the spokes- 
man denied reports that At- 
torney General William P. 
Rogers had ordered a full-scale 
investigation of all federal 
regulatory agencies. “It defi- 
nitely is not—no such investi- 
gation has been ordered,” he 
said. 

Whiteside Appears. 

Thurman A. Whiteside, a 
central figure in the Miami 
case, appeared before the 
grand jury briefly yesterday, 
then was directed to return 
next Tuesday for further ques- 
tioning on his financial deal- 
ings with former FCC Commis- 
sioner Richard A. Mack. 

Whiteside, a Miami attorney 
who “loaned” Mack large sums 
of money and gave him free 
stock in two insurance firms, 
made his first appearance be- 
fore the grand jury Thursday, 
when he turned over his books 
and records in response to a 
subpena. 

The five areas of possible 
law violations being studied in 
the FCC inquiry were set forth 
in letters of authorization filed 
by Rogers last Tuesday in the 
United States District Court in 
Washington. The letters came 
to light yesterday after inquir- 
les by reporters.

WASHINGTON, March 8— 
The United Auto Workers 
made another offer yesterday 
to submit its 47-month-old 
strike against the Kohler Co, 
to binding arbitration. The 
company refused. 

The offer was made by Emil 
Mazey, UAW secretary-treas- 
urer, while testifying before 
the Senate select committee on 
improper practices in the l]a- 
bor or management field. 

He proposed that the com- 
mittee itself, or a subcommit- 
tee, decide the issues; or that 
they be referred to the Secre- 
tary of Labor, to the director 
of the Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service or to any 
arbitrator named by them. The 
arbitrator’s decision would be 
final. 

Willing to Listen. 

Lyman C. Conger, chairman 
of the management committee 
of the Wisconsin manufacturer 
of bathroom fixtures said the 
company was willing to listen 
to mediation advice but was 
unwilling to agree that an arbi- 
trator can write the contract. 

Judge Harold Murphy, of the 
Wisconsin Circuit Court, testi- 
fied to his efforts to mediate a 
settlement in 1954. He said the 
company’s position was “‘defi- 
nitely the attitude of winners.” 
He quoted Conger as saying at 
the time that “the strike in 
1934 resulted in 20 years of 
peace and they expected this 
would bring the same result.”

The company had offered a 
wage increase of 3 cents an 
hour and would not raise it.

Earlier, First Lt. Ronald F. 
Martin, formerly of Rock Hill, 
Mo., St. Louis county, raised 
the question whether it was 
Communist fire that downed 
the jet flying with his plane. 
The United States Air Force 
said the plane flown by Capt. 
Leon Pfeiffer of Kenosha, Wis., 
was shot down by Communist 
fire. 

“To my knowledge,” Martin 
said, both planes were within 
Allied territory. He declined to 
tell a news conference whether 
he meant South Korean troops 
had fired on the two jets by 
mistake. 

“Things happened so fast in 
a matter of a few minutes.”

When Buying Power Shrinks 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Having lived in St. Louis during 
half of the depression °30s, we 
know what it’s like to pull in our 
belts and wear out shoe leather 
in a fruitless search for work. But 
then, as it well may be now, un- 
employment had a definite rela- 
tion to a gradual loss of farm buy- 
ing power in the booming ‘20s. 


Agricultural population has been 
shrinking rapidly the past two dec- 
ades but the purchasing power of 
individual farmers more than off- 
set this, with a tremendous rise 
in the years immediately follow- 
ing World War II. 

However, rural purchasing power 
has been either voluntarily or in- 
voluntarily reduced in the past 
five to seven years—particularly 
in Missouri where farmers not only 
felt the pinch of production con- 
trols and lower prices, but had to 
fight the income thief of pro- 
longed drouth. 


It wasn’t until after we chose 
farming as a profession that we 
discovered how important to city 
people are the economic fortunes 
of their country cousins. Our own 
record books show that a 10 to 15 
per cent loss in buying power in 
the last few years has been al- 
most entirely absorbed by reduced 
purchases of modern hard goods 
which city people, somewhere, 
were employed to manufacture 
for-eventual sale to us. 

When you multiply our thrifty 
reattions by tens of thousands of 
fellow-farmers, and add to this 
allithose who were hit much 
worse by adverse weather, it 
mounts up to a lot of manufac- 
tured articles gathering dust on 
the shelves. 


Fp name like to point out 
th reduced income and some 
unemployment are natural ad- 
justments to the law of supply and 
demand. But they neglect to em- 
phasize that lack of demand is 
muth closer related to inability- 
to-buy than it is to oversupply. A 
fluid market must be maintained 
for the fruits of labor or the un- 
fortunate consequences are bound 
to be unemployment and a mush- 
rooming loss of buying power 
which can quickly spread to the 
whole economy of any nation. 


And for a paradoxical conclu- 
sion, isn't it a shame that in the 
midst of articles about hungry 
unemployed are tales of govern- 
ment woe about warehouses over- 
flowing with surplus dairy pro- 
duds and grain”

Trading Stamps Cost Money 


With the cost of living increas- 
ing from month to month, when is 
the housewife going to realize 
that the stores giving trading 
stamps add’ an additional per- 
centage to their grocery shopping 
bill?

These stamps cost the stores 
money and the only way they can 
get it back is by adding the cost 
to their merchandise.

Detroit’s Mistake 

Your recent editorial on the 
automotive industry attacked only 
a small part of the problem in De- 
troit. 

Detroit can not establish itself 
{n the small car industry simply 
by decreasing the external size 
of the cars it produces. Detroit is 
known as the producer of cars that 
decline in dollar value immedi- 
ately after the purchase and de- 
teriorate in functional value in 
three or four years. 

This immoral waste of the na- 
tural resources that go into the 
production of a car lies in the 
business principle under which 
Detroit functions, not in science. 
This principle is that of quantity 
but not quality, of high prices-low 


values, and of newness valued 
over durability. 

This principle is not of best in- 
terest to the consumer. Yet until 


recently advertising has been able 
to delude the buying public. 

Now that the consumer is awake 
it will take a change in Detroit's 
basic operating principle before 
he will return from the value 
maintaining, durable foreign car.

Battle of the Notes 


The battle of the pre-summit diplomatic 
notes may be presumed to have reached a 
plateau. Gromyko’s notes to the West, Mr. 
Dulles’s reply, and the latest Bulganin mes- 
sage to President Eisenhower, appear to have 
established that everybody now wants a sum- 
mit conference. But under what conditions 
and on what subjects the parties appear to be 
as far apart as ever. 

On the whole, the American reply to Gro- 
myko was persuasive and effective. It ex- 
pressed warmer interest in a summit confer- 
ence than some previous communications, and 
took the position that our only reluctance 
arises from a fear that the conference might 
fail to take meaningful decisions on “im- 
portant political issues.” 

The State Department is on sound ground 
in insisting that any conference be preceded 
by adequate preparation, and that it deal 
with important issues instead of becoming a 
mere show of superficial harmony. But the 
issues which the American note proposes for 
discussion are not of a kind calculated to in- 
spire negotiation. They are, indeed, not is- 
sues so much as old propaganda positions our 
diplomats long ago staked out. 

¢ * x 

Thus when Mr. Dulles talks about discuss- 
ing Germany, what he seems to convey is 
that we are willing to discuss plans for re- 
unifying Germany, on our terms, as an armed 
member of NATO. That is just as barren and 
unproductive as would be a Russian plan to 
unify Germany as a member of the Soviet 
power bloc. Unless the discussion of Ger- 
many can get off on a new foot, it is not 
likely to start at all. 

So too the diplomats will have to move 
away from old positions on disarmament and 
Eastern Europe if any progress is to be made 
toward the summit. Mr. Dulles reproaches 
the Russians for failing to work for disarma- 
ment through the U.N. disarmament commis- 
sion. But he omits to acknowledge that 
three solid years of work in that commission 
have failed to break the deadlock. If he 
wants to discuss an important substantive 
question at the summit, could there be any 
more fitting subject than this one? Why 
not propose it?

The Russian agenda ideas are, of course, 
carefully tailored to their own interests. They 
suggest talks on an atom-free zone in Europe, 
on ending nuclear tests, on a German peace 
treaty and on an East-West non-aggression 
pact—all proposals which the Soviet propa- 
ganda machine has been pounding for months. 

At the moment the situation seems to be 
that the Soviets have dug in along their new- 
est propaganda line while the West has taken 
up entrenched positions along its 1955 Gene- 
va line. Regardless of which line is most 
effective for propaganda purposes, both will 
have to be relinquished before the summit 
can be reached. - The opportunity is open for 
an honest broker. 


A Bridge Toll Is Cut 

The St. Louis County Council has passed 
an ordinance in behalf of freer movement in 
the metropolitan area. It has reduced the toll 


_gn the Mississippi River Bridge, just south 


of Jefferson Barracks, to 20 cents per auto- 
mobile. This lowers the toll 5 cents on each 
car and eliminates altogether the five-cent 
fare for each additional passenger. The toll 
on the Jefferson Barracks Bridge is now only 
five cents higher than that on the MacArthur, 
Eads and Veterans Bridges. The cut is a 
step in the direction of eventual removal of 
the costs charged up against all who cross 
from one side of the Mississippi to the other 
at St. Louis. 


Get to the Very Bottom 


After reading the order of Attorney Gen- 
eral Rogers for a broad-scale federal grand 
jury investigation of alleged bribery, fraud, 
perjury and influence peddling in Washing- 
ton the citizen can only wonder and wait. 
When he reads that a Justice Department 
spokesman says the order is so sweeping that 
“any agency or department” might be inves- 
tigated, he will expect the inquiry to go into 
every dark corner, wherever it may be. 

The steps taken by the Attorney General 
are extraordinary. He has already assigned 
four lawyers as ‘“‘special attorneys” for the 
Government—and that means the people—in 
the investigation. 

Meantime the news that all seven members 
of the Federal Communications Commission 
were invited last December to spend an ex- 
pense-paid weekend at Miami Beach’s new- 
est luxury hotel is an indication of how the 
television industry regarded Chairman John 
C. Doerfer and his six associates. Certainly 
if the industry had thought that the Govern- 
ment’s awarders of valuable television chan- 
nels would have rebelled at this tender of 
costly favors, the invitation to Miami Beach 
would not have been extended. 

Indeed Chairman Doerfer accepted for the 
commission and then decided to consult all 
the members. Before the weekend on the 
beach and in the night clubs could come off, 
the House subcommittee inquiry spoiled it 
all. Chairman Doerfer dropped it, so the 
Post-Dispatch was told, because “things were 
popping too much.” They were. They still are. 


That Problem Will Keep 


Since the Federal Bureau of Public Roads 
incorporated toll roads in the new Federal 
interstate system, the big question has been 
whether the taxpayers eventually would have 
to pay for the private turnpikes. The Secre- 
tary of the Interior says No, but The Hutch- 
inson (Kan.) News offers a hard-headed ar- 
gument on the other side; 


We will find it intolerable to travel 
half way across the country, then be re- 
quired to pay a fee of several dollars to 
cover a 100-mile section of highway no 
better and no worse than that we have 
been riding on with no direct charge. 
We will successfully demand that the 
tolls be eliminated. 


This sort of pressure on the Government 
is certainly a possibility. States such as Kan- 
sas, whose turnpike receipts are not meeting 
bond requirements, may count on this pros- 
pect to bail out their turnpikes and bond- 
holders. But there is an answer to the argu- 
ment, and the answer consists of time. | 

The situation described by The News can- 
not exist until the federal interstate high- 
ways are built. ‘That is, motorists are unlike- 
ly to protest about fees when they pass from 
a good free road to a toll road until the com-

parable free road is constructed. And the 
federal interstate highway system cannot be 
completed for at least 13 years. 

In that time tolls will have paid for a con- 
siderable share of the turnpike bonds, and 
the cost of federal acquisition of these roads 
should decline accordingly. By 1972 the toll 
road problem may be graded down to man- 
ageable size. 


For St. Louis to Decide 


The City Administration is justified in 
pressing the Legislature for passage of the 
pending earnings tax bill—even in the face 
of State Senator Hogan’s warning that it has 
no chance. St. Louis’s financial outlook is so 
dangerously insecure that the Administration 
has virtually no room to bargain on the 
proposal. 

Senator Hogan to the contrary, the bill 
ought to stand a very good chance of passage. 
But Senator Hogan and the city’s other state 
senators and representatives must stand up 
and fight for it. This is a St. Louis problem. 
If the city’s legislators show they want it 
solved by granting St. Louisans home Tule on 
the rate, few outstate legislators would be 
inclined to oppose them. 

From the purely political standpoint, the 
proposal is a most innocuous one. Neither 
the St. Louisans nor the outstate legislators 
would be voting to increase the tax. They 
would be permitting the people of St. Louis 
to increase it, if the people saw fit, through 
a Charter amendment that would require a 
three-fifths favorable majority at the polls. 
What could be fairer than that? 

To maintain existing municipal services in 
the fiscal year beginning in April the city 
will have to find an additional $6,000,000. 
Department heads have asked for $7,000,000 
more than that. If the Police Department 
requires more money, as is indicated by 
Board President H. Sam Priest, the city’s 
total needs will be even greater. 


If Senator Hogan and his colleagues refuse 
to permit the city to solve its problem in the 
simple, democratic and entirely practical way 
that the Mayor and the Aldermen suggest, 
the only alternative will be to cut municipal 
services. In the nature of things, those who 
make the greatest use of such services are 
likely to suffer most. This applies specifical- 
ly to the largely low-income Negro district 
that Senator Hogan represents. 

If the Legislature feels it must retain some 
control over the tax ceiling, the proposal by 
Senator C. R. Hawkins seems the most rea- 
sonable method of squaring that desire with 
the home rule principle that Gov. Blair has 
advocated. The Brumley Republican would 
require that any Charter amendment propos- 
ing an increase in the tax should specify the 
rate to be imposed. 

The city’s earnings tax bill has been spe- 
cifically recommended by the state’s Demo- 
cratic governor at the urging of St. Louis’s 
Democratic mayor and its Democratic Board 
of Aldermen. If there is any such thing as 
party unity and party discipline, then the 
city’s overwhelmingly Democratic legislative 
delegation would seem to be under an obliga- 
tion to the party, if not the voters, to give the 
city home rule over the earnings tax. 


‘Fly-Later’ Is Unconvincing 


President Eisenhower: has assumed per- 
sonal responsibility for the decision against 
the “fly-early” plan to produce the world’s 
first atomic-powered airplane. His letter to 
Congressman Melvin Price of East St. Louis 
will be considered unconvincing by anyone 
anxious to see the nation first in this field. 

The President contends that the fly-early 
plane would clash “head on” with a more im- 
portant objective ‘of developing an opera- 
tional military atomic plane; that it would 
have little practical utility; that it would 
divert scarce talent from fundamental prob- 
lems that must be solved before the military 
plane can be produced. 

Somebody decided that it would not matter 
if the United States lost the satellite race but 
after that happened, it mattered no end. The 
decision against the fly-early plane gives So- 
viet Russia the chance to score another propa- 
ganda victory. Why is it folly to push for the 
first flyable atomic plane when such a craft, 
flying about the world without need to re- 
plenish fuel, would draw crowds whereyer it 
went? What better demonstration could there 
be of America’s ability to harness the atom 
for peaceful purposes? 

In 1955 President Eisenhower pushed hard 
for building an atomic-powered merchant ship 
to “demonstrate to people everywhere this 
peacetime use of atomic energy, harnessed 
for the improvement of human living.” If an 
atomic ship was a good ship idea then, why 
isn't an atomic plane a good idea now? 


The Unconcentrated Subscriber 


A leading agricultural magazine, the Farm 
Journal, is having some difficulty reducing 
its circulation. Among its 3,550,000 subscrib- 
ers are 300,000 it has cause to suspect are 
not genuinely agricultural. Determined to de- 
liver to its advertisers “more of the prime 
farm market most effectively and most eco- 
nomically,” it intends from now on to screen 
new subscribers carefully and make sure 
they have specific farming interests. 


We have a notion the trouble does not stop 
here. There may well be, to be sure, an 
extraordinarily large number of people who 
like to get somewhat close to the land but 
never get any closer than reading about it, 
mooning over soil tests, Secretary Benson 
and deep plowing the way others moon over 
the revival of poetry in the legitimate the- 
ater, yet never compose a foot of verse. 
There are doubtless subscribers to Better 
Homes and Gardens who couldn’t raise a 
beansprout on a windowsill, subscribers to 
Popular Mechanics who are not bona fide 
mechanics or, what is perhaps even worse, 
who are scarcely popular. 

The day may be coming when we will have 
to prove our practice of urban living, and 
maybe an ability to swap a bon mot with the 
board of editors, before we can hope to have 
an application for a subscription approved 
by the New Yerker. But we doubt it. In all 
this emphasis on concentrated market we 
shall hope a little room will be left some- 
where for those who are dreamers, not doers. 
All of us like to dream at times of being 
farmers, sophisticates, popular mechanics, or 
practitioners of still other pursuits that offer 
surcease from the too-familiar round. It is a 
sea-change that for most of us will never be 
made, but we hope that those who so wish 
may always be able to arrange to brood about 
it for 12 monthly issues, and welcome. -

A Universal Fishing Permit? 


A License Good in All States Presents Some Problems 


Dan Saults in the

The winter of our discontent is 
ending rapidly now, to the relief of 
itching fishermen, particularly those 
who couldn’t summon up the time 
or hardihood to do a little winter 
angling. And what was the main sub- 
ject of the “hot-stove anglers” this 
past season but something new: the 
universal fishing permit.

Help for Hungarian 


Representative Michael Feighan of 
Ohio apparently has worked out a 
plan to legalize the status of 32,000 
refugees from the Hungarian revolt. 
It is even better news that his plan 
reportedly has the approval of Rep- 
resentative Francis Walter of Penn- 
sylvania, who heretofore has thwarted 
all efforts to grant permanent resi- 
dent status to the Hungarians who 
were given sanctuary in this country 
during the winter of 1956. 

Mr. Walter was a co-author of the 
immigration bill whose strict prohibi- 
tions made it impossible to admit the 
refugees from Hungary on 4 regular 
or even an emergency quota basis. 
Instead they were brought in as 
parolees. President Eisenhower, mov- 
ed by their gallant fight against 
tyranny as were most Americans, 


Commissioner’s meeting last fall. 
After that the people picked it up, 
about where the other commentators 
left it—they were in favor of a uni- 
versal fishing license. Some of the 
pros wanted it as a money-saving de- 
vice (which no ufiversal license is 
ever likely to be) but others wrote 
“It might raise the fees but few of us 
would object.” There has been no 
public dissent, so far as I know—ex- 
cept from the people, who would 
have to work out such a universal 
permit. 


Try some of the objections on, 
just for size: Who is going to sell 
this permit that will let the recipient 
fish in Missouri or Maine, Vermont 
or Virginia? How are the proceeds 
from such sale to be pro-rated among 
the states? What is the fair value of 
such a permit? What would happen 
if any one state refused to honor it? 
How would the Kentuckians, for in- 
stance, respond when they found out 
the “anywhere license” not only let 
them go to Tennessee but also let 
the Tennesseans come to Kentucky? 
(Using Kentucky and Tennessee as 
examples is called diplomacy.) 


Can one argue reciprocity? It will 
be difficult to sell until fishing op- 
portunities are equal in all states— 
and they never will be, of course. 
Without the figures at hand, it is my 
impression that Missouri sells more 


saw to it that they reached the United 
States.

‘The Feighan bill does this in a 
somewhat roundabout way. After be- 
ing in the United States for two 
years, each refugee is to present 
himself to an immigration officer as 
if he were entering the. United 
States for the first time. He will not 
need to file any new papers; screen- 
ing prior to actual entry would suf- 
fice. 

Then, if he meets routine immi- 
gration requirements, the immigrant 
will be given admission papers dated 
retroactively to his true entry. Then 
he would be eligible either for per- 
manent residence as an alien, or for 
steps toward citizenship. Mr. Wal- 


nonresident permits than any of the 
eight bordering states, except pos- 
sibly Tennessee. There, the 
lakes and some enlightened fishery 
management combined to create a 
Mecca for anglers from everywhere. 
But increasing water acreage in Mis- 
souri may offset this, especially with 
the added attractions of the Missouri 
Ozarks, Still (to continue our ex 
ample), Tennessee might object to 
playing host to so many nonresident 
anglers, and having to foot the neces-

other states on a pro-rated basis. 
Arid states might like the _ idea, 
though, and so might visitors to even 
the arid states. 

Those are some of the pros and 
cons on the universal fishing permit 
idea. The chief problem is how to 
arrive at some equitable basis for 
distribution of funds among the 48 
states. That is the big stumbling 
block certain to hold up any action 
one way or another until it is solved. 

Possibly one way to a universat 
permit might be through reciprocal 
agreements between neighboring 
states, especially those with con- 
tiguous waters. A small group of 
states honoring one another's per- 
mits might be the nucleus from 
which the universal permit might

Between Book Ends John Adams Saves the Constitution 


THE PRESIDENCY OF JOHN ADAMS: 
THE COLLAPSE OF FEDERALISM, 
1795-1800, by Stephen K. Kurtz. (Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania Press, 448 
pes., $8.50.) 


This scholarly monograph is a de- 
tailed analysis of party politics be- 
tween 1795 and 1800, when George 
Washington’s unifying influence was 
removed from the scene, leaving the 
field to such regional luminaries as 
Adams, Jefferson, Madison and Ham- 
ilton whose struggle for power made 
this period one ef the bitterest in 
American political annals. 


The book sets forth a somewhat 
extreme interpretation of the bitter 
dispute between Adams and Hamil- 
ton which smashed the Federalists 
and made possible the election of 
Thomas Jefferson in 1800. It is an 
interpretation which does Adams 
credit but perhaps unnecessarily 
blackens Hamilton. 


As the proverbial schoolboy knows, 
the quarrel between the two fac- 
tions of Federalism arose ostensibly 
over our relations with France which, 
like Great Britain, contemptuously 
violated America’s maritime rights 
as a neutral during Europe's apoca- 
Jyptic struggle following the French 
Revolution. Involved in this thorny 
problem of how to handle our ally 
of American Revolutionary days was, 


as is well known, the question of 
who was to be the master of Ameri- 
can policy—Hamilton or Adams? 


Mr. Kurtz goes further. At stake, 
he thinks, was the very constitutional 
system of the United States, so re- 
cently fashioned by the Constitution- 
al Convention of 1787. Hamilton 
wished to use the international crisis 
to recast our fed- 
eral system into 
a highly central- 
ized government 
controlled by an 
exclusive oligar- 
chy. He planned 
to do so by pro- 
longing the war- 
like tensions with 
France which 
would produce the 

atmosphere of 
John Adams hysteria he need- 
ed to suppress the Republicans and 
refashion the state. 


At the outset events played into 
his hands, The notorious “XYZ Af- 
fair” prompted President Adams to 
recall a peace mission to France and 
to ask Congress to prepare for war. 
Congress responded, not only by 
authorizing construction of a navy, 
which Adams saw was the only sen- 
sible way to protect our rights on 
the high seas, but also by creating 
a large standing army,'which eould 
have little use in a struggle against 


France—but which Hamilton desired 
for his nefarious designs at home. By 
bringing pressure on the President 
Hamilton succeeded in having him- 
self, in effect, appointed commander 
of the military forces. 


But at this juncture Adams 
thwarted Hamilton’s aims. Continu- 
ing Washington's policy of non-in-

volvement in Europe’s quarrek, the - 
President sent another peace mis-~ 


sion to France. This caused an abate- 
ment of war hysteria and Hamilton's 
army and the taxes needed to sup 
port it rapidly became unpopular. 
On his part, Adams became in- 
mensely popular and it is the auth- 
or’s contention that if the Hamil- 


tonians had seen the wisdom of the. 


President’s actions the Federalists 
might have won in 1800. But in their 
frustration, Hamilton and his ilk

Communist ideology has lost 
its foundation in Red China 
because it “is dead to young 
people and intellectuals,” Arch- 
bishop Paul Yu Pin of Nanking 
said here yesterday. 

Archbishop Pin, who was 
exiled by the Communists in 
1949 and condemned to death 
ff he returned, said there are 
definite signs that the people 
of China have changed. He 
stated there “are many local 
revolts” throughout the coun- 


try, and compared them to the | 
uprising of freedom fighters in | 


Hungary. 

The 56-year-old archbishop, 
who was born in Manchuria, 
asserted that the revolts by Chi- | 
nese youths and intellectuals 
was the first sign of “the be- 
ginning of the end” of Com- 
munism. Although declaring 
the collapse of Communism is 
a slow process, he predicted 
he would be able to return to 
his diocese within 10 years. 

At the time of his exile, the 
Catholic prelate said he was 
in Rome on official business 
and was not allowed to return 
to Nanking by his superiors. 
He said there were 700,000 
Catholics out of a population 
of 30,000,000 in the 
in 1949.

When he came out be- 
fore a sold-out house at Kiel 
Auditorium Opera House last 
night, toyed with the mike, and 
cocked a saturnine eyebrow at

off-hand remark, every thrown- 
away wisecrack. For if Mr. 
Borge isn’t the world’s funniest 
man, he is mighty close to it. 


‘He holds the audience in the 
| palm of his hand, and a very 
ticklish palm it is. He can 
| make the crowd laugh any time 
he wants to, and as often as he 
'wants, which appears to be con- 
'tinually. 

| Much of his material is fa- 
_miliar from his television ap- 
_pearances or his last personal 
appearance here in 1956. (He 
welcomed the people to the 
“1442nd performance of Com- 
edy in Music—or any number 
will do.”) But they laughed 
hysterically anyway. Because 
much of the Borge patter em- 
braces classics in comedy which 
will never wear out. 


His narrative of a Mozart 
opera (“The leading lady not 
| only fills the part of the 6o- 
prano, she overflows it—she’s 
414 feet tall—lying down”), his 
Liberace imitation, his phonic 
punctuation, his trick of luring 
the audience into a sentimental 
reverie with “Liebestraum,” 
‘then casually remarking, “This 
stinks,” or “I hate it,” or “I’m 
so hungry,” are all sure-fire. 

His casualness—he seems to 
| be talking to himself half the 
time—sure timing, his impish 
'sense of humor punctuated by 
his devilish grin which turns 
|his eyes into leering slits, are 
all part of his technique. His 
material is almost all good, but 
mostly his success is in his ge- 
nius for making anything he 
says appear funny. 


The piano he was using, he 
announced, “was built on the 
model of a famous swimming 
pool.” He explained the pur- 
poses of the three pedals—the 
middle one was there to sepa- 
rate the other two. “I play ex- 
-cerpts for two reasons. One 
‘is I do not know the whole 
thing.

Good. Is there anyone here 
who can play it?”
